G.S.R- 363.—^In exercise of the powers conferred 
by subrsection (i) of section 124, read with sub-section 
(i) of section 132 of the Major Ports Act, 1963 (38 of 
1963), the Central Governinent hereby approves 
the Mormugao Port Employees (Grant of advances 
for Building ofHouses) Amendment Regulations, 1995 
made by the Board of Trustees for the Port of Mormu¬ 
gao and set out in the Schedule annexed to this notifi¬ 
cation. 

2. The said regulations shall come into force on 
the date of publication of this notification in the official 
Gazette. 

SCHEDULE 

Amendment to Mormugao Port Employees 
(Grant of advances for Building of Housesl 'Regula¬ 
tions, 1973, 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 28 
read with section 124 (1) & (2) of the , Major Port 
Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) the Board ofTrustees 
of the port of Mormugao hereby make the following 
reuglation further to amend the Morugao Port Em¬ 
ployees (Grant of Advances for Building ofHouses) 
Regulations 1973. 

1. (i) These Regulations may be claUed the Mor¬ 

ugao Port Employees’ (Grant of Advances 
for Building of Houses) Amendment Regula¬ 
tions, 1995. 

(ii) They shall come into force with effect 
from the date on which the approval of the 
Central Government to these Regulations has 
been published in the Gazette of India. 

2. Substitute Clauses (a) of Regulation 3 of the 
principal Regulation by the following ; 

Reg. 3 ; CONDITIONS TO BE FULFILLED ; 

(a) The cost of the house to built/purchased exclud¬ 
ing the cost of the plot should not exceed 150 
times and basic pay of the employees subject 
to a minmum of Rs. 2.50 lakhs and maximum 
of Rs. 6,00 lakhs. 

The applicant should not have availed of any 
loan or advance for the acquisition of a house 
from any other Government source c.g. 
the Department of p.ehabilitation or Life 
Insurance Corporation or a Central or State 
Housing Scheme. Where however the loan 
advance, etc. alrMtly availed by an applicant 


does rot exceed ike amcui/i ad.misslbx under 
these Regulations, it would be open to him 
to apply for the advance under these Rejgula- 
tions on the condition that the undertakes 
to repay the outstanding loan advance etc. 
together with interest if any thereon for with 
in one lump sum, to the Ministry/Depart¬ 
ment concerned. 

In case where an employee makes (or had made) 
a final Withdrawal from his Providend Fund Account 
in connection with construction of a house or a resi¬ 
dential plot, in addition to availing of an advance sanc¬ 
tioned under these Regulations and that withdrawn 
from the Provident Fund, should not exceed 150 times 
the basic pay of the employee subject to a mini¬ 
mum 012.50lakhs and maximum of Rs. 6,00 lakhs. 

3. Substitute Regulation 4 of the Principal 
Regulation by the following : 

Reg. 4 : PURPOSES FOR WHICH ADVANCE 
MAYBE GRANTED 

An advance may be granted for 

(A) Constructinga new house (including the acqui¬ 
sition of a suitable Plot of land for the purpose 
cither at the place of duty or at the place 
where the employee propdses to settle after 
retirement. An application for an advance 
for purchasing a ready^built house or flat 
may also be considered, provided that—■ 

(a) The maximum amount of advance that can be 

granted shall be the actual cost of the ready- 
built bouse or flat, or 50 times the basic pay 
of the employee subject lo maximum of 
Rs. 2.50 lakhs whichever is the least. 

(b) The advance will be admissible only for 
an out right purchase and not fOr hire 
purchase of a house /I'lat. 

(c) The employee get the right to mortgage the 

house/flat to the Board straightaway. 

NOTE:- In the case of Sale of houses/flats by 
Government, semi-Government, or local bodies 
Housing Boards, Development Authorities, Private 
parties and the like the applicant while submitting 
the applications for an advance should enclose 
following documents only : 

(I) An attested copy of a letter from the Govern- 
naent Department/Semi-Govornment Organi¬ 
sation/Local Body/Housing Board/ Private 
parties etc. as the case may be (From whom 
the house is to be purchased allotting or agree¬ 
ing to allot the land and house (or Hat us the 
case may be) and stating therein — 
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(a) Cost of the house/flat; (3) Maximum of Rs. 2,50 lakhs; whichever is 

(b) conditioas for sale; ’ 


(c) the accomtuodation available therein ; 

(d) whether they have permitted the employee 
to mortgage the land and the housc/flat in 
favour of the Board as security for the 
advance on such terms and conditions as the 
Board may prescribe. 

(2) An attested copy of the draft lease/sale deed 
for the house/Flat. 

(3) In the case of construction and ptirchase of 
flats, in addition to executing a mortgage 
deed and an agreement and furnishing of surety 
etc. as provided in those regulations, 
an applicant should also furnish evidence of 
seller's clear title to the land and collateral 
security to the satisfaction of the Head of the 
Department where the land is not mortgaged 
in favour of the Board. 

(B) Hnlarging Using accommodation in any exist¬ 
ing hoLi-e owned by the employee concerned [or 
jointly owned with his/her wife/husband) provided 
that the total cost of the existing structure (exclud¬ 
ing land) and tlic proposed addition and expansion 
docs not exceed 150 limes the basic pay of the em¬ 
ployee subject to a minimum of Rsi 2.50 laklis and 
maximum of Rs. 6.00 lakhs. 

(C) The repayment of a loan or an advance 
taken from a Government source, as contemplated 
in Regulation 3(a). 

This facility... .will, however not be available if 
the construction on the house lias already com¬ 
menced. 

(4) Substitute Regulation 5 of the Principal 
Regulation by the following : 

Reg. 5 : AMOUNT OF ADVANCE ; 

(a) Not more than one advance shall be sanc¬ 
tioned under these Regulations to an 
employee during his/her entire service. 

(b) The quantum of advance sanctioned shall be 
least of the following : 

(1) cost of the proposed construction^* or 

(2) 50 times basic pay; or 


4) Or based on repaying capacity as uiKier ;— 

(a) In the case of officials 35 % of basic 

retiring after 20 years pay 

(b) In the case of officials Up to 40% of 
retiring after 10 years basic pay + 
but not more than 60 % of DCRO 
20 yrs. 

(c) In the case of oflicials Upto .50% of 

retiring within 10 basic pay + 

years. 70% of DC RG 

The actual amount of advance to he sanctioned 
will be determined by the Chief Engineer of the Board 
on the basis of plans detailed specifications and 
estimates to be furnished by applicants justifying 
the amount of advance applied for, and shall be 
restricted to the estimated cost of construction/ 
purchase within the ceiling amount prescribed above, 
and subjccl to the further condition that, in the case 
of construction in rural area, the amount of the 
advance, will in no case, exceed 80 per cent of the 
true cost of construction of the house or true cost 
of enlarging living accommodation. The amount 
of an advance will further be restricted to the amount 
which an employee can repay partly from his gratuitj/ 
death-cum-retirement gratuity and partly by con¬ 
venient monthly deductions from his pay, before the 
date of his superannuation, according to service 
Regulations applicable to him. 

For the purpose of this calculations, it will be 
assumed that an employee can generally cemsrence 
repayment of the advance the year after the date of 
approval of the advance by the Board.
